Little Rock, Ark., M ay 17.— Before 
thousands of Confederate veterans of 
the w ar between the states and a 
great throng of their sons Ft. C. Cave 
of St. Louis declared in the course of 
his address: 
“ I hold that the responsibility for 
tile Civil war, with all the blood aud 
treasure that it cost and all the deso­ 
lation and ruin it wrought, justly rests 
upon Abraham Lincoln and his ad- 
% isers.” 
Mr. Cave asserted that he spoke not 
in bitterness, that he was simply dis­ 
cussing tile facts of history and that 
ho accepted tile changed conditions 
brought about by the war. 
“ Never­ 


theless,” exclaimed the St. Louis vet­ 
eran, “ when the Confederacy fell the 
republic as formed 
by 
the 
fathers 
perished. 
"The states were robbed of their in­ 
dependence and became subject prov­ 
inces of a centralized national author­ 
ity. 
They tell us this is best. 
It may 
be so. 
But I beseech you to pardon an 
old Confederate soldier who is p<>i- 
haps blinded by memories that some­ 
times fill his eyes with tears, if ho 
cannot see it so.” 
Mr. Cave said history teaches that 
patriotism is most ardent and free­ 
dom most secure in small communi­ 
ties. 
Fo r this reason he would rather 
owe his allegiance to his state rather 
than to a mighty centralized govern­ 
ment. 
In speaking of the new accord that 
has developed between tile North and 
the South, Mr. Cave said: 
“ I want to see the people of both 
sections ruled by the spirit of Ira- j 
tern tty and harmoniously working to­ 
gether for the welfare of our common 
country, but I do not think the men of

The formal signing of a pear 
ment probably will take pla 
within two days

Two principal questions have been 
practically agreed upon— the number 
of cabinet members and governors ta 
be allowed the insurrectos— but the 
other conditions have for some rime 
been tacitly determined by both side! 
and now it will be merely a matter of 
technical detail to draft the peace 
terms successfully and to arrange a 
modus operandi for the discharge of 
their provisions. 
The government has acceded to the 
insurrect© demand of three cabinet 
portfolios— those of war, justice and 
gohernacion— and 
word

awaited from Mexico City as to the 
exact number of governorships to be 
allowed the rebels. 
The cabinet portfolios, it is stated, 
probably will be filled as follows: Min­ 
ister of war, General Gonzales Salaz; 
minister of justice, Senor Vasquez Ta- 
gle; 
minister 
of 
gohernacion, 
Dr. 
Francisco Vasquez Gomez. 
The minor conditions of the peace 
include the pensioning of soldiers, the 
payment of indemnities out of the 
public treasury, arrangements for the 
reconstruction and repair of the pub­ 
lic utilities. 
The feeling is that General Diaz 
w ill give way to Senor de la Barra as 
provisional president within two or 
three months and that a general elec­ 
tion will follow within a month or 
two. 
The provisional governors will 
hold office until state elections shall 
have been arranged.
